DUNCAN, Okla., Jan. 20.— How 
to care for 2,200 pupils in school 
buildings with a capacity of 1,500 
is the task that today confronts the 
Duncan 
school board

Efforts of Chinese 
to Mimic Americans 
Causes Some Alarm 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 19.— Efforts 
of certain Chinese of Shanghai to 
iaiHich out in imitation of great 
American t'&ding centers with the 
formation by wholesale ji stock and 
brockerage exchanges 
have 
been 
fraught, with 
so 
much 
financial 
havoc that not only has the Peking 
government set about to take action, 
but the foreign police authorities 
I of the International Settlement as 
I well, has begun tc show concern. 
The past year in Shanghai has 
I seen the formation of scores of 
I “exchanges" ostensibly opened for 
the purpose of trading, generally 
in staples, but also in every form 
of commodity. 
Operating * without 
restraints of any 
kind, 
shares, 
stocks and commodities of every 
sort have been dealt with in the 
abandon 
of 
a 
get-rich-quick 
era 
which now has begun to provg most 
distressing to many victims. 
Portions of a recently issued offi­ 
cial Shanghai police report on the 
situation are given as follows: 
“Speculation 
mania 
took 
deep 


root after the rapid formation of 
many exchanges and persons who 
in their saner moments would never 
have consented to part with their 
cash unless for some safe and prof­ 
itable investment were attracted by 
the glamor of large forgoes. 
“On the other hand not a few 
families were ruined and cases of 
suicide and attempted suicide oc­ 
curred. The situation presented a 
strong temptation to employes in 
places of trust to make their for­ 
tunes by what appeared to them 
to be a few simple transactions 
with the temporary loan of their 
employers’ money. 
“Numbers of employes absconded 
after having embessled sums 
of 
money. A rough estimate of the 
total amount of money thus repor­ 
ted lost places the figure well over 
$1,000,000. In addition men who 
had hitherto been respected for their 
integrity and regarded as strong fi­ 
nancially disappeared after incurring 
liabilities they were unable to meet. 
“It is almost imperative that act­ 
ion should be taken as soon as 
possible to bring these establish-, 
ments under control/*

RAGMAN THINKS

He is called 
“Napoleon” and gives as the 
reason for his use of that name 
the following explanation: 
“My father was a shoe cob­

dealer 
who used to rescue dogs’ and 
cats’ bodies from the Seine to 
sell for

grease. 
My 
mother was a traveling mender 
of pots and pans. 
“My mother’s 
mother was 
Rosalie de Handel, of Spanish 
origin and noble. Her husband, 
grandfather, named Firmin, was 
from Ireland. They kept an inn 
at ClethK in the department of 
Pas dex Calais, where coaches 
changed horses. 
“One evening the Emperor 
arrived at Clethy and my grand­ 
father warned tyim to go no 
further as there were English 
soldiers about. My grandfather 
fled and hid in a ravine. My 
grandmother hid Napoleon in 
the lower part of our two stor­ 
ied cellar* until he could leave 
in safety.

Sometime ago,,I mentioned the 
fact that R. L. McGuyre had kept 
a lot of summer eggs packed down 
in waterglass. Here is an item that 
indicates good profits realized by 
another man by the same method: 
Practical profits from the preser­ 
vation of eggs in the summer time 
as urged by experts at Oklahoma 
A. and M. College, are cited by C. 
H. 
Hubbard, 
farm 
demonstration 
agent for Wagoner county, in the 
case of Murl Stoner of this county. 
Stoner, last summer, preserved forty 
dozen eggs in waterglass. Eggs, at 
that time were selling at IO cents 
a dozen; when those 
eggs 
w^re 
marketed, they brought 45 cents 
Deducting $4, cost 
of 
the eggs, 
$3.75 for the waterglass, and $2.50 
for a barrel, the profits were $7.75. 


The probability of a pickle factory 
locating at Ada is good news for 
all concerned. The climate and soil 
here makes possible the growing of 
unlimited quantities of cucumbers 
and this would open a new field 
for the farmers. A good field of cu­ 
cumbers 
with 
a 
certain 
market

the farmers, but not so ealy to .pro­ 
vide an outlet for their produce aft­ 
er they raise it.

Hqre are some pointers for those 
who may want to build a hot bed: 
Select a^ well drained place pro­ 
tected on !the north, if possible. 
Make a#i excavation six feet long, 
three feet wide and one and one- 
half fdqt deep. Fill in the excava7 
tion as follows: 
Two inches ashes or ground rock. 
Eight inchest straw. 
Eight, inches fresh horse manure. 
One inch straw. 
Five inches light sandy soil.. 
On the north side of thq bed, 
place a board fifteen inches high. 
On the other three 
sides 
place 
boards twelvq inches high. 
The heat will run very high in 
the bed. It will be best to plant no 
seed for at least twenty-four hours, 
as the germinating power of the 
seed will be destroyed by the high 
heat. 
Lay off the bed in rows and plant 
the seed one-half inch de^P. Cover 
the seed with well pulverized soil. 
Water the bed (with the water 
that is luke warm) early 
in 
the 
morning so that the moisture will 
have time to evaporate and not 
chill thq young plants. 
A canvas may be used for pro­ 
tection from the cold if glass is 
not used. In rainy weather it will 
be well to cover the frame with 
doors or heavy boards so that thq 
water may be drained away from the 
bed. 
' On sunshiny days the canvas may 
be removed for a few hours.
